veral States ; provided  that  there  be  in  all 
cases  a complete  relinquishment  of  all 
claims  on  s/ld  laiids  by  the  commutators 
to  the  United  States.  The  accond  sec- 
tion of  the  bill  makes  the  appropriation 
deemed  necessary  to  carry  the  first  into 
effect.!

United  States,  as  we  contend,  under  the  res.  | 
sion  of  Louisiana;  togctlter  with  the  reasoiis^ 
indueing  liim  to  issue  orders  to  suppress  the 
tULid  estiiblishinents 

Mr.  Rhea  said  that  the  Establisments 
referred  to  in  the  resolution  he  had  just 
offered,  had  already  excited  much  at- 
tention throughout  the  country,  which 
would  be  still  more  attracted  to  that  point 
by  the  order  given  to  suppress  them. — 
His  object  in  olfering  tiiis  motion  waste 
obtain  such  itiformati on  as  might  satisly 
the  minds  of  tiie  American  people  on 
the  expediency  of  that  measure. 

Mr.  I'oRSYiH  moved  to  strike  out  the 
last  clause  of  the  proposed  resolution. — 
It  would  be  an  extraordin.try  course  for 
the  House  to  asx  for  the  reasons  of  the 
measure  in  question,  when  they  were  dis- 
tinctly and  satisfactorily  avowed  in  the 
Message  of  the  President.  To  call  up- 
on him,  after  that  exposition,  to  explain 
the  reasons  for  ids  conduct,  would  be  to 
Ciist  a severe  rellection  on  the  Execu- 
tive, as  implying  dissutisfaction  at  tne 
reasons  already  given.  For  ids  own  part, 
Mr.  F.  said,  the  conduct  of  the  Execu- 
tive appeared  to  him  to  have  been  per- 
fectly correct ; btit  he  had  no  objection  to 
any  inform.vtion  desired,  il  asked  for  un- 
connected ftivh  the  clause  he  had  ex- 
cepted to. 

Mr.  llfOH  Nelson-  of  Va.  twice  ad- 
dressed the  House  on  the  mai.i  subject  of 
the  resolution,  but,  being  intei  rnptcd  in 
his  remarks  by  iiicidenul  circumstances, 
we  have  connected  his  observations  in 
the  following  report  of  the  substance  of 
them.  A few.remarks  are  added,  wuich 
the  interruptions  referred  to  ptcveiued 
Jtitu  from  in.tkiug.  Mr.  N.  w,is  tlecided- 
ly  in  favor  of  tne  motion.  Like  tiie  hon- 
orable ijpeakeii,  who  had  alluded  to  tins 
matter  when  in  committee  of  the  whole 
the  other  d.iy,  Mr.  N.  std.l,  he  felt  his 
confidence  in  tiie  Executive  not  dimiti- 
is'ied  ; like  Idm,  he  felt  confident  tliat  the 
measure  ofAiie  suppression  of  these  es- 
t.thiis.imcnts,  was  lotiiulcd,  in  their  o- 
•pimon,  in  a just  seiise  of  propriety,  and  in 
a desire  to  promote  the  pubdc  weal : and 
he  believed  that,  for  the  satisfaction  of 
the  public,  and  for  a jtist  vindication  of  the 
Executive,  tlicse  documents  should  be 
exhibited.  I cannot  but  believe,  said  he, 
that  the  public  vviil  see,  that,  in  this  mea- 
R.ire,  the  conduct  of  the  government  has 
b.en  marked  by  a due  respect  to  the 
rigr.ts  of  the  Spanisli  provinces,  and  a 
vigilant  and  prompt  attention  to  the  rights 
and  interests  of  our  own  coutitry.  It  is 
tne  best  interest  of  the  Spanis.1  pi-ov  inccs, 
embarked  in  tne  noble  cause  of  emanci- 
pitiiig  theiuselvcs,  to  give  evidence  to 
the  world,  toat  all  tntir  procee  lin  ;s  are 
the  result  of  just  and  sound  principles; 
tg  reiiel  and  refute,  by  a uigh  initided  and 
Tuacnai.imovis conduct, the  maii.jnaiit  anti 

caltiinnioub  repres  .’.italiotis  which  would 
pl.ACC  them  tiiem  in  the  grade  of  savages 
an'l  harharians.  -\  just  regard  to  tne 
opi'uiotiS  of  tne  ci.iiized  world  ; a due 
estimate  of  tiicir  own  digtiity  and  self 
respect,  will  le.ldtnj^n  todisUaim  ail  con- 
nocltcn  with  thtsif  piratical  estabiis  i- 
ments.  Tncir  own  i j^crest  wouid  leaa 
them  to  co-operate  in  Hit:  extinction  of 
this.;  hordes  ofbuccaneers.  T' acre  was 
a time  when  iheunim  of  M-(Iregor,dis 
tlngtiishcd  hy  his  gal. ant  exertions  in  the 
patriot  cause  of  t.ie  Sjvanish  Frovinccs, 
witli  their  naval  commander  .\ury,  and 
s.ipported  by  snne  of  me  big. , -minded 
and  gallant  spirits  of  our  own  late  milita- 
ry csiablismnent,  might  have  led  to  the 
opinion,  tnat  it  was  a bold  and  valorous 
cntei  prize,  to  wrest  Irom  tneir  oppres- 
sorsapoition  of  t leirterritory,  and  brave- 
ly to  wage  the  war  in  the  assailable  do- 
initiions  of  tne  Spanish  monarch.  Uu; 
the  luomeni  for  tnat  opinion  4S  gone  by  ; 
M-Gregorlias  abandoned  tiiem.  I’oscy, 
and  the  other  gallant  spirits  of  this  coun- 
try, no  more  give  color  to  t.ie  eiiterprize. 
And  have  mty  net  llieiuselves  given  far 
tker  proofs,  if  proofs  .trc  wanting,  tnat  Inty 
are  but  a horde  of  buccaneers,  invading 
our  own  lerriloryatid  plundering  our  own 
citizens?  Seethe  acco  nts  from  Savan- 
nah. To  believe  t.iat  t'.ii,sr  sUtitinenis 
are  sanctioned  by  the  patn  As,  would  be 
to  degrade  them  from  me  Iiigu  and  dig- 
iiiacd  station  wnich  they  itoL'.  in  our  esti- 
mation. Tnat  t.ie  patriots  snotild  them- 
selves countenance  such  cstaolisiunenis 
would  be  f irmer  to  descend  from  me 
higiicst  pinnacle  of  honorable  elevation, 
to  the  lowest  abyss  of  tumiiliation  and  con- 
tempt. Men  embarked  in  tne  glorious 
and  magnaiiinioi.s  straggle  for  freedom 
ayidmc  rights  of  mau^  C Ai.' ucvux  stoop  to 


thc-condition  of  buccaneers,  banditti  and 
pirates.  That  the  pulse  of  every  lover  ol 
freedom  should  beat  high,  in  sympathy 
with  the  asscrteis  of  the  rights  ol  man  in 
every  region,  is  consonant  to  the  nature 
of  man  ; but  that  oui-s  should  throb  with 
delight  at  the  success,  and  recoil  to  the 
heart  on  the  defeat,  of  our  neighbors,  our 
brothei-s,  inhabiting  the  same  continent, 
migrating  thither  about  the  same  period, 
and  under  circumstances  very  similar— 
with  our  bixitl.ers  who  were  lately  sut- 
Lring  as  we  did,  from  the  cold  and  un- 
feeling oppressions  produced  on  them  by 
their  kindred  ami  their  friends — is  sure- 
ly not  to  be  wondered  at.  Similitude  of 
sufl'erance  will  produce  congenial  sym- 
pathy. Similitude  of  sulferance  in  a si- 
milar and  virtuous  cause,  w ill  find  no 
limit  toils  feeling.  Hut  teeling  will  not 
give  us  the  correct  standard  whereby  the 
course  and  conduct  of  the  legislators  en- 
trusted w'ith  the  guardianship  of  the 
rights  and  interests  of  their  constituents, 
hut  just  now  successfully  emerged  from 
the  same  arduous  and  exalted  struggle, 
should  be  regulated.  This  feeling  must 
he  tempered  with  sound  discretion.  Ex- 
perience must  teach  us  a little  pi  lulciice. 
Who  is  there  amongst  us,  of  the  most  ar- 
d«nt  of  those  whose  feelings  beat  most 
high  in  the  cause  of  revolutionary  France, 
and  who  wi^re  most  violent  in  denouncing 
thccoiulfict  and  pacific  poiicy  ofthcgrsii 
father  of  his  country,  for  attcmpting«o 
restrain  those  feelings  w ithin  the  limits 
of  a sound  and  discreet  prudence,  who 
did  not,  when  experience  had  shewn  ns 
the  mad  policy  ol  implicating  our  desti- 
nies with  hers,  who'  did  not  offer  hom- 
age to  tiie  w ik.lom,  virtue,  and  patriotism 
of  that  great  man?  I was  one  of  those  who, 
as  loudly  as  any  other,  denounced  the 
proclamation  of  neutrality,  ami  the,  its 
we  then  called  it,  arbitrary,  illegal,  ami 
unconstitutional  interference  of  tlie  ex- 
ecutive, to  restrain  us  from  co-operating 
with  our  allies  in  tne  cause  of  frcedoiu 
and  the  rights  of  man.  The  sagacity  ami 
virtue  of  the  patriot  now  receive  that 
homage  ami  respect,  which  the  wild  ex 
travagancics  and  ardent  intemperance  of 
youtii  then  most  vehemently  denied.  So 
will  posterity  act  and  det  ide,  as  to  the 
conduct  of  our  prudent  administrution- 
llowever  amiable  and  estimable  this  ar- 
dent sympathy  w itii  our  southern  bre- 
thren, nobly  redeeming  themselves  from 
an  oppressive  and  odious  bondage,  may 
appear,  yet  a course  dictated  by  soun  l 
tliscrttion,  ami  guiiletl  by  caution  and 
prudence,  in  an  administration,  must 
meet  their  approbation.  Although  some 
among  us  may  sec,  in  the  conduct  of  the 
administration,  a one-sided  policy ; may 
see,  in  every  one  of  their  acts,  from  the 
proclamation  of  1815,  issued  to  suppress 
an  expedition  siid  to  be  organizing  in 
Louisiana,  to  the  order  for  suppressing 
the  establishments  at  .\mclia  Island  and 
C'lalvislon,  that  .dl  these  acts  have  been 
on  one  side;  that  they  all  bore  against  the 
provinces,  against  the  cause  in  which  the 
patri'ots  are  engaged — yet.  Sir,  I cannot 
doubt,  iliat  wlicn  this  course  shall  be 
calmly  and  disp.issionately  scanni  d and 
examined,  the  judgment  of  the  .Vmeri- 
can  people, and  of  an  impartial  pixsterity, 
will  applaud  the  course,  ami  s.;c  in  illiic 
result  of  a wise,  virtuous,  and  patriotic 
policy.  They  will  discern,  in  the  pro- 
clamalion  issued  by  Mr.  Madison,  atid  in 
Ills  declarations  to  the  Spanish  miiiisfcr, 
that  the  flag  of  the  palriois  in  our  ports 
s.'.ouhl  he  equally  respected  with  every 
other,  nothing  but  a (Icterniined  adher- 
ence to  the  dictates  of  a just  and  i-np.ir- 
lial  neutrality.  They  will  s:e  i.i  Lie 
course  of  policy  pursued  by  the  new  ad- 
ministration, as  marketl  out  to  us  in  the 
Fr.  xident’s  message,  that  the  conduct  of 
the  govenimont  h.isbeen  most  conciiii-j| 
tory  ami  friendly;  as  friendly  as  it  could: 
he  without  engaging  in  tlic  war  on  their! 
side.  In  the  declaration,  that  this  con- 1 
test  is  regarded,  not  in  tlic  ligiit  of  anor-j 
dinary  insurrection  or  rehcllion,  but  as  a, 
civil  war  between  parties  nearly  equal,! 
iiaviog,  as  to  neutral  powers,  e.pial  rigiits,' 
our  governineiit  has  gone  before  every' 
power, ami  has  advanced,  in  a;i  eminent; 
IcgrecT  tne  i.itercsts  of  tiie  pro-vincis.  It! 
oas  given  tliem  countenance,  and  win  in-j 
crease  for  tlicm  tlie  respect  of  otiier  na- 1 
tions.  'I'hc  measiiro  now  ta'icnis  astrongi 
me  in  their  favor.  The  Fresldeul  in  ids  i 
niessage,  has  spoken  of  their  rights  as) 
iicing  equal  to  those  of  Spain,  lie  has! 
sent  agents  to  coniiniinieate  wit  i them  as 
the  gover.iments  tie  facto,  and  has  de- 
clared the  rigt.t  ol  tills  government  to 
hold  such  communications  with  the  jiro- 
vincial  authorities.  The  agents  are,  it 
is  true,  infjrmal,  and  have  no  commis- 
si >ns  ; yet  tlicir  communications  will  he 
.lot  ti.e  l-.ss  r spected.  doing  thither  in 
a vessel  of  war,  will  give  the  stam'p  ol  an- 
ti n.riiy  to  tliese  commuidc-uioiis,  and 
ause  them  to  be  well  received  and  at- 
tended to.  This  measure,  i.i  its  If,  goes 
far  towards  a recognition  of  their  inde- 
pendence : it  is  every  thing  but  an  ex- 
press acknowledgement.  Il  gives  them  I 
the  advantages  of  such  acknowledge- 1 
iK'iit,  without  its  disadvantages,  and  also  l 
A'ithout  too  great  a compromitm.-nt  of  | 
the  United  States.  Tiie  oliicr  part  of, 
die  Mess  ige,  which  declares  that  t le  U- 
liled  States  will  not  profit  of  t'lcir  inde- 
pendency, will  have  a beneficial  effect, 
in  fiivor  of  the  provincs.  It  \iill  dissi- 
late  the  jealousies  of  E.igland,  and  oth- 
er poweis,  and  lessen  the  desire,  on  their 
p.art,  to  oppose  the  iiidepemleiice  ol'  the  i 
provinces.  The,  government  has,  there- 
fore, done  all  that  a 'vise  poiicy  and  a be- 
ncvoli nt  feeling  towards  tlic  provinces 
ould  require.  They  have,  aiso,  obey- 
ed the  imperious  duty  of  a just  neutrali- 
ty. In  the  determi.iution  to  iC(|uire  iio-|, 
•ling  ])ceuliarly  atlvantageous  to  the  U-|| 
nited  Stales  to  be  conceded,  on  the  pari  t 
of  the  provinces,  a proper  regard  is  had 
to  their  situation,  and  to  the  embariv.ss- 
men'.s  under  which  they  migjithc  thrown 
ly  any  undue  concessions  nrade.  !Ve 
ail  rccolleclj  with  grateful  f.-elings,  the 


cenduct  of  France  to  u£  in  ourrtvolu-j 
tionary  struggle ; but  we  all  remember 
too,  tlie  embarrassments  experienced  by! 
us  diiringtheir  revolution,  from  the  guar-] 
antcc  which,  by  treaty,  we  had  made  of 
their  West  India  possessions.  It  iswish-1 
ed  that  tfie  prov  inces  should  never  be 
placed  in  a situation  .similar  to  ours,  so 
as  thereafter  to  be  Subject  to  any  embar- 
rassment from  stipulations  made  by  them. 
They  are  to  be  left  free  to  consult  their 
own  bist  interest,  and  their  own  true  po- 
licy. The  daily  intelligence  which  vve 
receive  from  the  Island  of  .■Amelia, 
proves  the  wisdom  and  prudence  of  our 
government  in  endeavoring  to  suppress 
these  fsiablishmciits.  The  world  will  do 
homage  4o  the  magnanimity  and  justice 
ofthe  Spanish  provinces  in  renouncing 
all  connection  with  tlicse  scitlcmen's.  It 
wj!  rtiise  the  character  of  the  United 
States,  by  shew  ing  their  determination 
to  put  down  all  jiirati  'al  establishments; 
that  the  movcnvjnts  of  a people  contend- 
ing for  their  liberti.s,  arc  totally  dilfer- 
ent  from  the  establishments  of  pirates 
and  buccaneers.  In  entertaining  the  o- 
piiiion  tlial  the  provinces  never  sanction- 
ed them,  as  is  believed,  we  sliew  ns 
pect  to  the  colonies  and  raise  their  cha- 
racter. It  is  the  interest  ofthe  colonies 
to  disavow  them,  and  thereby  raise  their 
character  with  us  and  with  the  European 
governments.  It  cannot  be  doubted  they 
will  disavow  I'lem,  and  they  amongst  us 
who  stimulate  them  to  an  opposite  policy, 
arc  not  their  real  friends,  but  their  worst 
enemies. 

Mr.  Holmes  (of  Massachusetts)  said 
he  should  never  be  opposed  to  any  call 
for  infarmaiion  on  any  subject,  when 
wanted  by  the  house.  Hut  it  appeared 
to  him  that  the  call  now  proposed  was 
unnecessary,  Since  the  I'l  solution  adopted 
the  otaer  day  would  embrace  the  infor- 
niation  now  dcsiicd.  lie  thought  the 
house  sliould  wait  a day  or  two,  tu  sec 
wjict.icr  they  would  net  obtain,  witaout 
any  furlbcr  call,  all  the  infoematiu.a  they 
desired  from  the  executive.  \\'ith  this 
view,  he  moved  tliut  the  res  huiion should 
lie  on  the  table. 

.Mr.  Nelson-  opposed  the  motion,  urg- 
ing some  of  the  ar  ^umcn'.s  comprehenJ- 
cd  in  tiic  above  sur.stantiai  statemciit  of 
vis  remarks,  as  a reason  against  delay. 

Mr.  RoiiEr.rsoN  (of  Louisiana)  read, 
the  resolution  adopted  the  other  day, 
calling  for  inform :|iion  I'cs'pecting  the 
state  ofthe  coloniei  of  .Spain  in  .South 
.America,  that  gcniiciucn  might  judge 
whether  it  comprcheiidcd  the  informa- 
tion now  desiied.  It  miglit  he  that,  un- 
der this  resolution,  the  Fresident  would 
consider  that  East  Florida  formed  a por- 
tion of  the  colonies  of  .So#ith  America,  as 
well  as  any  other  province;  and  would 
transmit,  therefore,  all  the  information 
required  in  relation  to  .Amei-ia  Island, 
6cc.  Yielding  to  the  suggestion  of  tiie 
gentleman  from  Massaciiu.scus,  that  in  a 
day  or  two  tlie  house  ^-ould  receive  Hk- 
infonualion  desired,  Mr.  R.  thought  it 
would  be  as  well  to  let  the  resolution  lie 
until  the  F resident’s  answer  to  the  other 
call  should  be  received.  If  that  di, I not 
comprize  the  desired  infonnatijn,  this 
resolution  might  then  be  taken  up  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Miller  (of  South  Carolina)  was 
opposed  to  tne-|)rop'ised  post])oneiiK-i;tof 
tills  motion  ; tiie  objects  of  which,  and  of 
th.it  which  jiassed  tne  otlicr  day,  he  said, 
were  totaliy  distinct.  Tne  object  ol  that 
was  to  inquire  into  the  political  state  ol 
the  Spanish  colonics:  tlic  ilcsi.;n  of  t.iis 
was  to  satisfy  the  nation  that  t.ie  execu- 
tive liad  acted  on  suffl-'ic.it  grounds  in  th.- 
con  I S J he  had  lakcn  in  rcgaul  to  Aineii'i 
Island  and  (laiveztown.  This,  he  said, 
was  a reason  suffi'-ticiit  to  induce  dm  to 
vote  against  laying  the  resoi-ilion  on  tiio 
table.  If  ti.at  motion  suo-.ild  not  prevail, 
he  should  vote  for  tne  amendment  pro- 
poposed  by  Mr.  Forsytli,  because  t.ie 
/ucia  on  wiiich  it  was  lountlcd  wouhl  cer- 
tainly disclose  tiie  rt  is'jiir  of  the  me  :sure. 
The  Speaker  had-tuc  other  day  intimat- 
ed, on  the  fl.ior  of  t.iis  i.ouse,  that  every 
act  of  the  government,  from  me  procla- 
mation against  live  expedition  said  to  be 
fitting  out  at  New  Orleans  in  1815,  to 
the  present  d.ay,  bad  been  li-jstile  to  me 
Span's.!  Patriots.  Now,  Mr.  ,M.  said, 
he  looked  upon  the  intormation  called 
for  by  tiie  resolution  as  necessary  to  re- 
pel t!ie  reproach,  from  so  hign  a source, 
thus  tliro.vn  on  the  goveni.nent.  He 
therefore  hoped  the  resolve  would  be  suf- 
fered to  jiass. 

Mr.  JoK.xsoN-  (of  Kentucky)  said  he 
had  not  understood  the  Speaker,  in  de- 
bate the  other  day,  to  have  intimated  tiiat 
every  act  of  the  government  had  been 
hostile  to  the  patriot  cause;  but  that 
th,-y  had  leaned  to  one  side  of  the  ques- 
tion ; had  borne  mere  agaitisl  the  Patriots 
t.ian  against  Spain.  And,  tf  our  acts  h.id 
any  operation  at  all,  who  could  deny,  Mr. 
J.  asked,  that  what  me  Speaker  had  said, 
was  t,,e  fact  ? Was  not  the  proclamation 
of  1 8 1 5 of  that  nature  ? It  was  issued  in 
coiis.'tpitnrc  of  representations  of  t'.ic 
^jpanish  minister.  Being  issued  at  liis  in- 
stance, if  it  had  any  bearing  at  ail,  must  it 
not  have  hada  leaningagainstthe.Spanis.'v 
Patrii.ts?  Wit.i  regard  to  t.ie  scizuit  of 
.-Anicli.i  Island,  if  l.iat  mcas.ire  had  a;i) 
operation  at  ail  in  regard  to  live  two 
p,  riics,  must  it  not  be  agai:ist  the  Pa- 
triots ? T])ei''S,  lie  said,  was  a cause 

which  I'.e  would  not  now  advocate  : b it 
the  sentiment  avowed  by  the  Speaker 
w.is  his  sentiment— one  wivich  he  would 
avow  ill  this  house  ai.d  every  where— 
that  wiieneveroiir  acts  had  hadatenden-' 
cy  to  one  side  or  the  otiier,  it  was  to  the: 
injury  of  the  Patriots.  Not  that  tbej 
Speaker  meant  to  say,  a.iy  more  than 
himself)  tl  at  our  government  iiitcndc4| 
hostility  to  that  cause;  for,  Mr.  J.  s.ii,l,i 
he  unde;  stood  him  to  have  uncquivocaliy , 
said,  li-e  had  no  doubt  it  would  appear, 
that  the  reasons  ofthe  e.xecutivc  for  thk| 
measurp  in  question  had  been  sufliciertj 
to  justify  it.  Mr.  J.  was  in  favor  of  layf 
ing  tiie  r-osolution  on  t'.iu  tab!-*,  until 


was  ascertiiiiied  whether  the  resolution 
vv.is  or  was  not  necessary,  in  addition  to 
that  passed  the  otlier  day. 

Mr.  Rhea  opposed  tiie  m-ationto  lay  | 
this  resolution  on  the  table,  contending  | 
that  its  object  was  tot  diy  distinct  from' 
that  passed  tlic  other  day.  Th.U  propos 
cd  an  enquiry  into  the  stale  of  foreign 
nation-:  this  proposed  an  enquiry  into 
Qur  own  concerns — into  a matter  per- 
lia[>8  c:nbracing  e question  of  peace  or 
hsvar^and  on  which  tncreforc  Congress 
ought  to  have  full  inforiiiaiioii.  If  not 
laid  oil  the  table,  Mr.  R.  said  he  should 
have  no  hesitation  in  voting  for  tiie  a- 
mendnicnl  propcsedby  Mr.  Foisytb. 

Mr.  I I akiuso.'J,  of  Oiiio,  opposed  the 
-motion  to  lay  the  resolution  on  ilietalile, 
by  arguments  drawn  Irom  Lie  Message, 
wliicli  lie  thought  invited  sucii  a call. 
Mr.  M.  in  the  course  of  some  rer.iai’ivs, 
which  the  repoitcrilid  not  distinctly  hear, 
refoi  red  to  liic  bearing  of  the  law  of  na- 
tions on  the  case  of  tiie  occupation  of 
neutral  territory  for  military  purposes, 
Stc.  Mr.  II.  coincided  in  the  view  taken 
the  other  day  by  the  Speaker,  that  every 
act  of  this  goveniment  in  relation  to  the 
contest  between  Spain  and  the  Colonics 
had  borne  hard  on  tiie  latler  ; and  he 
therefore  desired  furtiicr  iiilormalion  on 
the  subject  embraced  by  tlic  resolution. 

Mr.  Holmes  (of  .M.  ss)  saiil  he  regard- 
ed liic  ini'orniation  sougiit  by  the  resolu- 
tion as  exceedingly  important.  Tiie  fact 
of  the  suppression  of  tiie  csiablisliments 
at  those  piacts  so  often  refcircd  to,  at- 
tracted Hie  aUciition  of  the  nation — and 
he  was  therefore  in  favor  of  tlie  eariiist 
oiTitjal  intormation  on  the  subject,  that 
the  house  might  utidt-rsland  on  what 
grounds  the  Executive  of  the  United 
States  had  uiiderUkcn  to  suppr.  ss  tnese 
I stablislimciils.  Mr.  II.  was,  however, 
of  opinion  t.bat  this  resolution  was  unne- 
cessary, being  em’nraccd  in  the  general 
call  made,  a few  days  ago,  for  information 
on  the  political  state  of  the  .Spanis  i pro- 
vinces, of  wivich  East  Florida,  embracing 
.\ineiia  Isiand,  was  one:  and  tiie  same 
reasoning  would  apjily  to  fiaivcztown,  si- 
tuated oil  territory  equally  elaiined  by 
Spain  and  the  United  States.  If,  how- 
ever, the  inlormation  now  desired  should 
not  be  received,  Mr.  IL  said,  he  sliould 
be  one  of  the  first  to  vote  for  it,  consider- 
ing it  highly  important.  Tne  intention 
to  s-cizc  on  thise  cstabiisiiiiicnts,  had 
struck  him  with  some  surprize,  he  said, 
when  first  informed  of  tlic  fact ; but  he 
had  no  doubt  the  rcasviis  for  tiie  measure 
would  prove  satisfactory  to  all.  lie 
would  go  as  far  as  any  gentleman,  at  anv 
time,  into  an  intpiiry  into  the  conduct  of 
the  executive ; hut  he  thought  gentle- 
men were  going  too  fast  now,  to  call 
specifically  lor  information  which  it  was 
probable  miglit  reach  the  house  before 
this  second  call  could  reach  tlie  Presi- 
dent. He,  tlicreforc,  hoped  it  would  be 
laid  on  the  tabic.

Hy  the  British  ship  Thomas,  captaia 
Hutchinson,  ai  rived  at  this  port  in  42: 
days  from  Liverpool,  the  Editors  of  the 
Ereeman’s  Journal  have  received  Liver- 
jiool  papers  to  the  IStli  of  October;  for 
which  they  arc  indebted  to  the  politeness 
of  Mr.  Samuel  Spackman,  to  whom  tho 
ship  is  consigned. 

Upon  a slight  perusal  of  these  papers, 
their  contents  do  not  appear  to  be  very 
important.  The  Earl  of  Talbot  had  ar- 
rived in  Uiiblin,  and  wassworn  in  as  Imi'd 
I.ieiitcnant  of  Ireland.  .-Alderman  C. 
Smitli,  a ministerialist,  has  been  ciioscn 
Lord  Mayor  of  London.  A letter  from 
Hamburg,  of  Sept.  30,  states,  that  on  the 
preceding  Sunday  the  town  of  Ncustadt, 
in  Holstein,  Avas  nearly  destroyed  by  fire. 
The  price  of  copper  has,  agaili  risen  141. 
per  ton,  makiug  au  advance  of  51.  per 
cent,  within  a short  period.  On  the  22d 
September,  at  3 o’clock  in  the  nioniing, 
a smart  shock  of  an  earthquake  w-as  felt 
-It  Angouleme,  ill  France.  The  Russian 
Imperial  C'oi.sul  at  Haniburg,  on  the  30th 
Sc])t.  officially  com  muiiicated  to  the  cap- 
tains of  Russian  sldps  the  important  in- 
telligence, “ that  his  majesty  the  eiiipe- 
ror,  in  concert  with  Hie  allied  po\vers,-has 
already  resolved  on  the  most  cfTeotual 
meas-ures  to  put  an  end  to  the  piracies  of 
the  Harbary  powers.”  A cabinet  roun- 
lii  was  held  in  London  on  the  Lilli  O'-t. 
on  the  arrival  of  despatches  from  St.  Pe- 
lersliurgli : and  tl.c  Lendon  ( iiobo  of  llic 
1 .3lh  contains  an  extract  IVoin  a letter  la:- 
■etived  at  Lloyd’s,  I'ro.n  the  agent  at  Rp- 
vd,  v.  hi);h  siut'.s,  that  “ ordeisliavc  bpep 


received  for  tiic  Russian  /iert  at  this 
port,  consisting  of  six  sail  of  the  line,  and 
some  frigates,  to  be  got  ready  for  sea 
immediately.”  The  same  pa)K-r  sa)s. 
“new  wheat  fell  this  day  eight  shillings 
below  the  price  of  last  week  ; and  oTd 
■wheat  about  three  shillings.”  A merican 
flour  at  Liverpool,  Oct.  1 1,  as  stated  in 
the  Courier  of  the  15th,  5'2  a S4s.  Let- 
ters from  St.  Petersburgh  state,  that  im- 
mense (juantities  of  hemp,  llax,  and 
tallow  could  not  be  shipped  on  ac- 
count of  the  scarcity  of  vessels.  Two 
or  three  hundred  shipsr  mostly  liritish, 
had  passed  the  Sound  for  the  higher 
ports  in  the  lialtic  ; they  would,  no  doubt, 
be  immediately  loaded.  Two  or  three 
failures,  to  a considerable  amount,  had 
occurred : they  were  Russian  houses. — 
Tile  Pari^  papers  were  chiefly  tilled  with 
the  tri-ais  of  the  assassins  of  Fualdcz,  and 
tlie  conspirators  of  the  lilack  Pin.

FROM  PORTO  CAVKLLO. 

Wc  learn  frohi  capt.  Bowers,  of  the 
brig  Active,  that  it  was  reported  at  Porto 
Cavello,  that  tlic  Royalists  had  suffered 
a severe  defeat  at  Cumana  and  Barcelo- 
na. .Several  transports,  with  troops,  ar- 
rived at  Porto  Cavello  two  or  three  days 
before  capt.  Bowci^  sailed,  but  every 
thing  relating  to  the  affair,  wliich  might 
enable  tiie  public  to  judge  of  tuc  magni- 
tude ol'the  disaster,  was  kept  secret. 

The  brig  -Seneca,  capt.  Clark,  wliich 
arrived  at  this  port  last  evcningj'roni 
Canton,  touched  at  St.  Helena  on  the  1 5th 
of  October  lorsupplies  and  water.  The 
Englisli  corvette  ship  Friendship,  bound 
to  Botany  Bay,  made  the  Islanu  same 
time.  From  the  officers  of  the  squadron, 
and  the  master  intendant  from  shore, 
capt.  C.  received  every  attention  hissit 
nation  rerpured.  I rovisions  were  un 
commonly  scarce  and  dear.  The  crews 
of  the  vesseis  stationed  at  the  Island,  had 
for  many  months  been  living  on  salt  pro- 
visions. The  Conqueror  74,  Rear  Ad- 
miral Plampiii,  sloop  Raccoon,  brig  Le- 
verette,  and  9 small  transport  ships,  wi  re 
the  only  vessels  there.  Tnin.^s  were  qui- 
et with  regard  to  Napoleon,  llissecro- 
tai  y,  it  was  said,  had  been  detected  in  at- 
tempting an  illicit  correspondence  witn 
some  ))erson  or  ])ersous  m the  town,  ami 
bad  been  sent  off  to  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope. 

Capt. .Clark  has  favored  ns  with  the 
particulais  of  the  robbery  and  plunder  of 
the  ship  Wabash,  ol  Baltimore,  while  ly- 
ing in  Macau  roads,  in  substince  tiie 
same  as  related  by  capt.  Derr,  arrived  at 
Boston,  w ho  sailed  a week  before.  The 
body  of  the  clffef  mate,  wiiich  drifted  a- 
shorc  near  the  town,  was  taken  up  and 
strictly  examined  by  the  Mandaiin,  at 
tiidt  place,  who  liad  interested  himself 
■warmly  in  endeavoring  to  detei  t the  [ler- 
peli-ators  of  this  outrage.  There  seemed 
no  doubt  at  Canton  that  tins  act  w as 
committed  by  persons  wiio  were  in  the 
baliU  of  viwilioM  *1111110  as  iiUathml  to  pi- 
lot or  coinpiadore's  boats,  or  by  those 
pirsons  themselves.  They  spoke  tne 
in  eumiuun  us.-  there  very  w cll,a  id 
were  acquainted  w ith  the  circumstance 
of  capt.  CJantt’s  being  at  Canton.  The 
compradores,  pilots,  Stc.  had  been  no- 
tifi 'll  by  the  authorities  in  future  not  to 
approach  vessels  outside  but  at  their  ;>e- 
lil.  .And  our  Consul,  it  was  under.stood, 
had  employed  one  or  two  boats  to  cruize 
off  M.ieau,  w ith  a notice  of  this  transac- 
tion to  vi  ssels  bound  in. 

It  is  a singular  circumstance  that  our 
actouniB  from  the  Island  of  St.  Helena 
are  of  a later  date  than  Iroin  England— 
T.ie  s ip  Trident  which  ariivcd  hereon 
the  '-'id  nit.  passed  St.  Helena  on  the  Uth 
<»f  October,  the  same  day  as  the  ' st  ves- 
sel from  England  sailed  from  Liverpool ; 
and  tnc  Seneca  from  Canton  touclicd  at 
bt.  Helena  as  late  as  the  1 5th  of  Oct.

“ The  bill  from  the  house  of  rejirc- 
sciitatives,  providing  for  a new  election, 
was,  by  tlie  opposition  party,  taken  up  as 
soon  as  it  was  reported  to  the  senate.  It 
Was  moved  to  dispense  with  the  second 
reading,  for  the  jiurpose  of  committing 
it  to  a committee  of  the  whole,  for  dis- 
cussion ; a course  uniformly  adopted  on 
all  important  subjects,  and  agreeable  to 
parliamentary  usage.  'I'iiis  w-as  denied  by 
the  opposition,  who  avowed  their  disposi- 
tion not  to  discuss  tlie  siilijcct  at  all,  but  to 
reject  \ lebill  on  its  first  appearance.  Up- 
on the  motion  for  a dispensation  of  the  rule, 
.Mr.  Bledsoe,  Mr.  Joii.xsox,  and  Mr. 
B.aiuiy  coincndcd  w armly  for  its  proprie- 
ty, alleging  that  it  was  an  important  mea- 
sure, called  for  by  the  voice  of  the  peo- 
ple ; that  the  petition  of  the  smallest  por- 
tion of  citizens  was  entitled  to  the  respect 
and  attention  of  the  legislature  at  ail 
times;  that  the  present  measure  was 
demanded  by  a large  majority  of  the 
peopled  Kentucky;  that  it  was  unpar- 
donable in  the  repicscnt.itives  of  the 
people  to  treat  it  with  disrespect.  .Mr. 
Owens,  from  .Adair,  avowed  his  determi- 
nation to  reject  the  bill  at  once.  Tiiis 
man  is  looked  to  as  the  leader  of  the 
governor’s  party.  He  declared  that  he 
dinduineU  and  ab/iorrcd  the  nu  anurt . — 
With  some  diHic'.dty,  the  friends  ol  the 
bill  succeeded  in  a motion  to  a .1  -urn. 
(Jii  next  day,  Wednesday,  the  question 
was  met  upt*  the  second  reading  ol  the 
bill.  Mr.  F.  Johnson  opened  the  dis- 
cussion wit.i  considerable  ability.  His 
arguments  were  strong  and  eominciug. 
He  ofi'ered  some  new  and  iiitcrestin 
view  son  the  coustitution.al  question,  ana 
l.ishe.i  witc.  s ;vci  ity  the  executive  cause. 
He  alsj  t'lox  occasion 'to  chastise  Mr. 
Owens  for  hi.s  expression,  t.iat  ne  disdain- 
ed and  ab/iornd  the  measur  . Mr. 
B1.EDSOF.  followed  in  an  able  speech,  un- 
answerable in  point  of  arguiiieiit,  and 
unrivalled  in  point  of  eloquence.  It  w ill 
bear  a comparison  witn  tne  best  speeches 
that  have  ever  hecii  delivered  on  a poli-j 
tical  question  in  tlx  United  .'■tates.  He 
took  up  the  gifater  part  of  two  days. 

I lear  tliat  a poitlon  of  it  will  be  lost,  usi 
■Mr.  Kendall  was  unable  fiom  iiidispo 
sition  to  attend  the  senate  tix  s-cond 
day  of  the  deb.itc.  Wncii  Mr.  IIledsoi. 
had  concluded  l.is  speech,  there  was  a 
pause  for  some  iiiiiiutes ; every  oni 
looked  to  Mr.  Bridges  and  Owens,  wiio 
had  taken  notes  at  cor.siclcrahle  length 
for  a reply;  but  tney  looked  in  vain. — 
Not  a word  was  said  by  t icm.  Just  he- 
fore  the  (juislioii  was  put,  Mr.  Bauki 
rose  and  remarked,  tii.it  upon  a question 
so  deeply  iiiteresliiig  to  the  comninnity, 
it  was  not  his  intention  to  have  givi  11  a 
silent  vote  ; t.iat  he  was  ure|iared  to 
give  his  views  to  the  s.  nate, and  felt  anx- 
ious to  do  so.
